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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in JAPAN on October 18, 2002. It is noted, however, that applicant has 
not filed a certified copy of the JAPAN application as required by 35 U.S.C. 119(b). 

Specification 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. Applicant needs to replace "capacitative" In the specification with 
-capacitive- since there is no such word found in dictionary. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because they fail to disclose all the features 
claimed in independent and dependent claims combined. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
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sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-3, 6-9 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claims 1-4, 14, 15, the word "capacitative" in these claims should correctly be 

replaced with --capacitive--. 

Claim 3, line 4, "the same" should correctly be -a same--. 
Claim 6, line 8, "on the basis of should be replaced with -according with-. 
Claim 7, line 6, "said transistor" should correctly be -said field effect transistor-. 
Claims 8 and 9, "wherein in said power amplification circuit, a plurality of 

transistors are cascaded," should be read as -wherein said power amplification circuit 

having a plurality of transistors connected in cascade,- 

Claims 8 and 9, "the final stage" should correctly be -a final stage- 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

Claims 1, 2, 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, it is unclear what is meant by "the transmission source". Claim 2 recites 
the limitation "the drain" in line 3 and "said transistor'' in line 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 6, it is unclear which "bias generating circuit" claimed has a comparing 
circuit. It is noted the disclosed drawings show that "bias generating circuit" and 
"comparing circuit" are two completely different elements and functions (see Figure 7). It 
is also noted that none of the drawings show the "high frequency power amplification 
electric part" having the all the features claims 1 and 6 combined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 1-16 call for, among others, a capacitive element (C3) having the 
connections and functions thereof.
